places both 1-rops face partial ruin, 
as they cannot be cut at the right 
time. 
Hay and barley cutting I* also 
delayed. 
Farmers in several counties are of­ 
fering as high as $3 a day for men 
in addition to board and room, bu 
are unable to secure help required. 
In Columbiana county between 300 
and bio men are needed. 
Wages rang 
ing to $2 a day with board free go 
begging. 
Farm hands who do noth 
ing but work corn get as high as 
$1.50 per day. 
In Summit county the scarcity of 
farm hands is putting back the harv 
est from one to two weeks. 
It seem 
mpossible to get harvest hands at 
$25 per month, board ami lodging. 
In Tuscarawas county the 
same 
condition prevail. 
W ith crops ripen 
ing all at the^sam e time. 
harvest 
hands cannot be found at twice the 
ordinary farm hand wages. 
In I-o- 
gan, Mahoning and Trumbull coun 
ties the shortage of farm labor 
alarming farmers.
